Robert L. Coe, chairman of 
the planned work committee, 
and Stanley Morse, a commit- 
tee member, explained the pro- 
gram to Mayor Raymond R 


Tucker; Comptroller John H 
Poelker; Mrs. Edward G. Brun- 
gard, director of the new de- 
partment of Parks, Recreation 
and Forestry and former direc- 
tor of the Department of Wel- 


fare: Bernard F. Dickmann, 
new director of the Depart- 
ment of Welfare, and a group 


of aldermen 

Work by inmates under the 
program saves the city an estl- 
mated $27,000 annualls The 
89 inmates in the project spend 
a total of 179.100 hours at work 
per yeat 


After the tour. Mayor Tucker 
said it was his “firm belief that 
the program would make a 
large contribution toward re 
habilitatine many of the in- 
mates.” 

Making Concrete Blocks. 

The tour started at the £Za- 
rage where 15 men were at 
work making concrete blocks 
that are used by the city’s park 
department for curbings and 
dividers between play areas 
The manufacture of these 
blocks by inmates saves the 
city an estimated $12,000 an- 
nuall 

Mirs. Brungard noted also 


that this work frees three park 
department men for other jobs 

In the furnittre refurnishing 
room, where 20 were at work, 
metal bads from the nurses 
quarters at City Hospital were 
being renovated. In addition 
the inmates repair and refinish 
wood furniture for all city in- 
stitutions, saving the city an 
estimated $6600 a year 

Only two men were at work 
in the shoe repair shop, but 
the repairs they make would 
cost the city $2076 if the work 
were sent outside 


The mattress repair shop 
and factory was buzzing with 
activity.

Nicholas said the inmate 
population in the workhouse, 


South Broadway and Gascon- 
ade street, is now 450. About 
20 per cent of the total are 
unable to fit into the planned 
work program, he said, and an- 
other 30 per cent are able to 
work. but no work can be 
found for them because of lack 
of facilities 

Those not working were in 


recreation rooms, reading, talk- 

ing or playing checkers. The 

room was rather crowded. 
Need for More Land. 

Mrs. Brungard said about 50 
acres of additional land is 
needed to provide facilities 
that. would permit all inmates 
to work. Dickmann said he 
would do all he could to ex- 
pand the program when he 
takes over as head of the new 
department, which will have 
control of the jail, workhouse 
and other city institutions. 

At the outset, Mrs. Brungara 
noted that, since the facilities 
available at the present work- 
house had been used to their 
fullest extent, the committee 
would be dissolved. She added 
that all work programs are 
such that they can be expand- 
ed when the city obtained a 
new and larger workhouse.

FOR AIRPORT AID 


——— 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22 (AP) 
—The Eisenhower Administra- | 
tion fought today against 4 
Democratic-sponsored bill for 
$575,000,000 in federal airport 
grants. 

“It will cost the taxpayers a 
lot more than he ought to pay, 
E. R. Quesada, administrator of 


the new Federal Aviation 
Agency told the Senate sub- 
committee. 


The bill, which would spread 
$575,000,000 over five years, 1s 
sponsored by Senator A. 5. 
Mike Monroney (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, subcommittee chairman. 

Offers Eisenhower Proposal. 

As an alternative, Quesada 
offered President Eisenhower's 


proposal for a $200,000,000 
four-year program limited to 
runways, control towers, 
weather and communications 


facilities. B: 
In addition to such facilities, 
the Monroney bill would allow 
use of the federal funds for 
terminals but would bar any 
spending of the money on bars, 
restaurants, cocktail lounges, 
night clubs, and the like. 

Monroney told reporters he 
is sure his bill, designated Sen- 
ate Bill No. 1, will have sev- 
eral firsts 

“I think it will be the first 
bill to pass the Senate this 
session,” he said. 

“It may be the first bill in 
this Congress vetoed by the 
President and, if so, I think it 
will be the first Eisenhower 
veto ever to be overridden.” 

Similar Bill Vetoed. 

Last year, Mr. Eisenhower 
vetoed a similar bill with a 
smaller money total 

Monroney's bill would ex- 
tend the preesnt airport grant 
program, which expires next 
June 30, for five years and 
boost it to $100,000,000 a year. 
The present figure is $63,000,- 
000. 

In addition, he 
special $75,000,000 


includes a 
fund de- 


signed for big city jet age 
landing fields. All of the $75.- 
000,000 would have to be 


matched 50-50 by states or lo- 
calities as under present law. 

The Eisenhower proposal is 
for $65,000,000 in the next 
fiscal year starting July 1, 
known as fiscal 1960; $55,000,- 
000 in f iscal 1961, $45,000,000 
in fiscal 1962 and $35,000,000 
in fiscal 1963. 

Quesada said needs could 
not be foreseen beyond 1963. 
Monroney commented he as- 
sumed the Administration 
planned to stop the program 
at that time. Mr. Eisenhower 
has said there should be an 
orderly withdrawal by the Fed- | 
eral Government from any air- 
port aid. | 

Other Contentions, 

Quesada made these other | 
contentions in opposing Mon- 
roney’s bill: | 

l. “In a period when mat- | 
ters beyond our control keep | 
over-all (federal) expenditures | 
continually reaching for new | 
peacetime highs, it is crucially 


important to discipline our- 
selves in those areas where | 
Savings are possible.” | 


2. The aviation industry has | 


come of age and should be 
ready to attain self-sufficiency 
without continued 
federal aid for airports. 

3. The Federal Government 
proopses, to spend $600,000,000 
in the next vear and corre- 
spondingly large sums in the 
future for air safety devices 
such as radar. It is continuing 
also to subsidize local service 
lines and international carriers. 

Not All Funds Being Used. 

4. The states are not using 
all of the airport funds avail- 
able under the current pro- 
gram. There is unallocated at 
present $12,000,000 of appor- 
tionments in 18 states.

No Time for a Shoehorn Budget 


The debate over the Eisenhower budget will 
not be disposed of by calling the President's 
message “propaganda” or a “fraud.” The 
Democratic leaders who toss these terms 
around so freely should keep in mind that 
they not only have the right to criticize but 
bear the responsibility for presenting, in ef- 
fect, a carefully-thought-out budget of their 
own. 


With their overwhelming majorities in both 
branches of Congress, the Democrats will 
adopt their own budget when they adopt the 
various revenue and expenditure measures 
emerging from the debates of this session. 
The question is whether the sum total of con- 
gressionally approved expenditures will be 
governed by an over-all fiscal plan, related 
to the economic state of the union, or will be 
the. random result of many unrelated deci- 
sions on particular issues. 

Deficient as the Eisenhower budget appears 
to be, still it does reflect an over-all fiscal 
plan. The plan may be wrong and the exe- 
cution of it faulty. But if the Democrats 
think so, their obligation is not merely to 
destroy the Eisenhower plan but to replace it 
with one of their own. This means grappling 
with the hard and intricate issues of how to 
finance the defense and civil expenditures 
that the general welfare demands while at the 
same time safeguarding the country against 
a damaging inflation. 


The Eisenhower budget can be called bal- 
anced only by courtesy. The balance de- 
pends not only upon holding expenditures 
down to a 77-billion-dollar level which al- 
ready seems unrealistic, but upon making 
certain adjustments on the revenue side which 
already seem unlikely—increasing gasoline 
taxes 50 per cent, raising postal rates yet 
agaih, increasing taxes on airplane fuel, and 
so on. Furthermore, the balance depends 
upon business recovery from the recession 
proceeding at such a rate as to increase Treas- 
ury revenues nine billion dollars in a single 
vear. We are told that the Administration is 
counting on a rate of recovery slower than 
that which followed the 1954 recession. Yet 
revenues did not rebound by nine billion in 
a single year then; how can we count on their 
doing so, now? 

It seems highly unlikely, then, that the 
Administration, even if it got its way on every 
bill in Congress, could produce a surplus in 
1959-60 immediately following a year in which 


it is producing the biggest deficit (nearly 13 
billions) of the postwar period. 

But if the Administration's own budget 
bids fair to turn out unbalanced, and if de- 
fense, education, foreign aid and other urgent 
needs require expenditures that will unbal- 
ance it still further, the urgent problem for 
the Democratic leaders is how to make sure’ 
that another substantial deficit will not set 
off another round of inflationary wage and 
price increases. 

Solving the budget problem by authorizing 
expenditures but taking no responsibility for 
the consequences is. not a solution at all. 
Granted that higher expenditures may be 
needed, safeguards against inflation will also 
be needed. A Democratic spending plan that 
failed to take this factor into account would 
be just as much “propaganda” and a “fraud” 
as is the Eisenhower budget in the Demo- 
cratic view. 

> . . 

One of the strongest criticisms of the 
Eisenhower budget is that it appears to be 
based upon calculating a certain rate of busi- 
ness recovery, deducing therefrom a certain 
level of receipts, and then shoehorning ex- 
penditures into the resulting budget total. 

This method of budgeting is called “sound” 
by some, but it ignores the urgent needs of 
today’s world. We simply cannot afford to 
spend only as much for defense as we think 
we can “afford”; we must spend as much as 
is needed for security, and then devise ways 
to afford it. 

The same principle holds for the great eco- 
nomic, scientific and diplomatic contest on 
which we are embarked. It holds also for 
meeting the expanding needs of an exploding 
and increasingly urbanized society. 


To measure the national effort by what 
the present growth rate of the economy and 
present tax structure can support is to risk 
losing a race we dare not lose. The process 
must be turned the other way around: the 
growth rate, the budget and the tax structure 
must be planned to support such a level of 
national effort as is required by our situation. 

It is the Democratic responsibility—spe- 
cifically, the responsibility of Speaker Ray- 
burn and Majority Leader Lyndon Johnson— 
to muster the best economic brains for this 
kind of economic planning. It is the Demo- 
cratic responsibility to give the country a con- 
gressional budget that meets the national 
needs and at the same time protects the peo- 
ple from a disastrous inflation. 


Reform, Not Repeal 

Missouri labor leaders demanding repeal of 
the King-Thompson law have made a case for 
improving the law, but not for erasing it. 

The sum of their arguments before the 
House Labor Committee in Jefferson City is 
that the anti-utility strike law is inequitable, 
penalizes workers and interferes with collec- 
tive bargaining. They charge that when the 
State seizes a utility, the company is under 
no pressure to bargain while the employes, 
unable to strike, have no leverage for attain- 
ing better working conditions. 


These charges have some substance to them. 
King-Thompson permits heavy fines against 
a union if it continues to strike after seizure. 
A company may be fined for a lockout but 
there have been no lockouts under the law, 
and there is no penalty for the company in 
strike cases. Consequently there is little 
pressure on the company to come to terms 
with a union once the state has intervened. 


Nevertheless, there are ways to correct this 
situation without repealing the law. One pos- 
sibility is for the state to charge the company 
a service fee for operating a seized utility. 
Thus the company, as well as the union, would 
have a direct incentive for bargaining to pre- 
vent or end state seizure. 

While labor does not admit it, labor's at- 
tack on King-Thompson is directed at the way 
the law operates, not against its basic pur- 
pose. That purpose is to prevent crippling 
strikes in essential industries where vast 
harm might result for the general public. 
King-Thompson has achieved its purpose and 
neither the people of Missouri nor their leg- 
islators are ready to discard such protection. 

The public welfare would not be served by 
throwing out the King-Thompson law because 
of its inequities. The Legislature ought to 
end the inequities, not the law. 


Six Years in the White House 


President Eisenhower has now completed 
six years in the hardest, most taxing job in 
the world. Passing the mid-point of his sec- 
ond term, he begins his seventh year as well 
as his final two years in office. Three times 
serious illness has struck him and three times 
he has come back from the sickbed, so recov- 
ered that in his recent television appearances 
to the nation, he gives every indication of 
being virtually as strong as ever. The non- 
partisan character of the observance of the 
occasion in the Senate was fully appropriate. 
Citizens may differ on aspects of the Presi- 
dent’s program. They all wish him well in 
the months that lie ahead in the White House, 
with its never-ending program of questions, 
problems and worries. 


The Suburbs Won't Be Merged 


The anti-merger sentiment expressed at 
Clayton the other night fell into a pattern 
that the Metropolitan Freeholders would be 
wise not to ignore. To a man, suburban of- 
fice-holders want no part of any plan that 
would permit the City of St. Louis to take 
over their communities. 

Whether this attitude is logical or even 
reasonable is irrelevant. The fact seems to 
be that suburban officials will fight merger 
tooth and nail, and there is no evidence that 
the officials do not speak for their people. 


Mayors Jule Schweig of Clayton, Henry J. 
Deeken of Olivette and John Thompson of 
Ferguson all spoke in opposition to merger. 
Significantly, they indicated they would favor 
a metropolitan district of limited powers. 
This attitude, too, falls into a pattern the 
Freeholders ought to take note of. To date, 
no public official of any rank in St. Louis 
county has supported the merger concept; but 
most of them, recognizing certain area-wide 
needs that cannot be met by the existing gov- 
ernments, favor creating a limited purpose 
district like the Metropolitan Sewer District. 

Even if merger were theoretically ‘‘best,” 
which. we deny, the Freeholders’ year of work 
would be completely wasted if they forced 
merger on people of St. Louis county who 
will not consent to be merged. And defeat of

a merger plan would set back by years the 
drive for metropolitan reorganization of such 
services as traffic and transit. 


Poverty and Peoples 

Argentine President Arturo Frondizi gave 
Congress a brief, blunt message which should 
strengthen support of the economic assistance 
program. Poverty, he said, is a source of 
danger to peace and freedom, and “peoples 
without hope are not free peoples.” Mr. 
Frondizi’s own country is not as impover- 
ished as most in Latin America, yet Argen- 
tina underwent a decade of turbulence and 
tyranny. It is not poverty alone, but increas- 
ing awareness of it, that makes man demand 
more of his existence in Asia and Africa as 
well as Latin America. And a foreign policy 
which does not recognize this demand will be 
unacceptable wherever mass misery exists. 


Civil Rights Surprise 

No getting around it—Lyndon Johnson is 
nimble. Those fast feet of his have now 
moved with blinding speed to beat the Ad- 
ministration and expunge the sour memory 
of his rescue of the filibuster. He has intro- 
duced a “surprise” civil rights bill which 
contains an original proposal for mediation. 

The Senate Majority Leader proposes an in- 
dependent agency for conciliation and media- 
tion, to “keep open the channels of commu- 
nication among our people.” These were the 
channels which former Congressman Brooks 
Hays tried to keep open to Little Rock. 

President Eisenhower, who has spoken 
often of the need for teaching and persuasion 
in such matters, could exert greater prestige 
and influence than an independent agency. 
But if he will not do so, should conciliation 
go untried? Senator Johnson’s proposal of- 
fers a substitute for executive authority which 
has not been employed. 


Two other points in the Johnson bill un- 
doubtedly will be part of the Administration 
civil rights program when it is announced. 
These would extend the life of the Civil 
Rights Commission two years and give the 
Attorney General subpena powers in voting 
rights cases>.A third proposal—to outlaw 
interstate shipment of explosives for “hate 
bombings”—was suggested by Senators Ken- 
nedy and Irvin. 

Senator Johnson’s bill is not as strong as 
the original civil rights bill of 1957, but it is 
stronger than the legislation which was 
adopted. It answers for proved deficiencies 
in the law. And, incidentally, the bill meas- 
ures the Majority Leader’s political skills. Al- 
though Southerners say the bill goes too far, 
and some Northerners say it does not go far 
enough, still it is difficult for any Congress- 
men to argue against conciliation efforts or 
better protection of voting rights. Therefore 
Senator Johnson's main achievement appears 
to be a stronger rights bill that can be passed. 


For a Spring Primary 

Missouri State Senators Spradling of Cape 
Girardeau and Patterson of Caruthersville 
are men of their word. They said last year 
that they would introduce a bill to change 
the Missouri primary from the unseasonable 
month of August to spring. They have kept 
that promise. 

The bill which these Senators have pre- 
sented in the Legislature would set the pri- 
mary on the second Tuesday in May which, 
they might have remarked, would place the 
primary in the loveliest month of the first 
half of the Missouri year. 


On the first day of the session Senators 
Pentland of St. Louis, Davidson of Webster 
Groves, Crain of Crestwood and Sawyers of 
St. Joseph introduced a bill for a primary on 
the first Tuesday in June. Thus more than 
a sixth of the Senate is already on record for 
an early primary. We hope to see the advo- 
cates get together on the date as soon as pos- 
sible. A spring primary would be as conduc- 
tive to voting as the dog-days primary is dis- 
couraging.

Where to Start on a German Settlement 


Rapacki Plan for Nuclear Freeze, Demilitarization, Urged as Point of Departure

In replying to the Soviet note of 
November 27, the Western powers 
were right in saying that there can 
be mo solution to the problem pre- 
sented by a divided Berlin except in 
the context of a solution to the prob- 
lems of a partitioned Germany and a 
divided Europe. The Western pow- 
ers quite properly made it clear 
that, while they were willing to dis- 
cuss these broader problems, they 
would not enter 
into any such dis- 
cussions under the 
threat of an ulti- 
F matum.

The state of affairs now existing 
as to Germany and as to Berlin is, 
or should be, unsatisfactory to all 
concerned. It is unjust to the Ger- 
man people and a cause of explosive 
tension between the Western powers 
and the Soviet Union. It constitutes 
a serious threat to world peace. Un- 
less the Western governments actu- 
ally prefer the existing state of af- 
fairs, with all its attendant danger, 
to any change in the status quo 
which might be arrived at by give- 
and-take negotiation, it is difficult to 
understand why they have failed to 
take the initiative in putting forward 
at least some indication of the kind 
of solution they would like to achieve. 


Surely, it has long been obvious 
that there can be no German settle- 
ment so long as both sides continue 
to adhere to the frozen positions of 
the past, with the Western powers 
demanding free all-German elections 
as a condition precedent to reunifica- 
tion and the Soviet Union seeking to 
obtain within a reunified Germany 
a disproportionate position of power 
for the East German Communist ap- 
paratus. Surely, it is as absurd to think 
that Moscow will ever agree to per- 
mit a reunified Germany to become 
a partner in the NATO alliance, as 
it would be to suppose that the 
Western powers would permit a re- 
unified Germany to join the War- 
saw Pact. 


13 Years of Rigidity 


Since these frozen positions can 
lead nowhere except to increased 
tensions if not to actual conflict, it 
is in the interest of all concerned to 
arrive at a settlement which will per- 
mit the German people to reunite in 
peace and freedom under conditions 
which will eliminate Germany both 
as a possible future threat to peace

and as a bone of contention be- 
tween the Soviet Union and the 
fest. 


This is no longer the relatively 
simple problem which it was thirteen 
years ago, when the victors had it in 
their power to impose a settlement 
upon a vanquished and disarmed 
Germany. During the past decade, 
each side has created a state in its 
part of Germany. Both of these states 
are armed, though not yet with nu- 
clear weapons. The two states have de- 
veloped along such different politi- 
cal, social, and economic lines that 
reunification will, at best, be a slow 
and difficult process. Whatever 
agreement is reached must take 
these circumstances into considera- 
tion and must, in order to be lasting, 
be acceptable not only to the Soviet 
Union and the West but to the peo- 
ple of Germany, to Germany’s neigh- 
bors and to Europe as a whole. 

In this observer's opinion, the Pol- 
ish Rapacki Plan, as revised on No- 
vember 7, 1958, provides a useful 

int of departure for Western initia- 
tive leading to an all-German settle- 


ment and a general European securl- 
tv agreement. The revised Rapacki 
Plan provides for two stages in the 
creation of a military neutralized 
zone comprising not only the two 
German states but Czechoslovakia 
and Poland as well. 

In the first stage, there would be 
a standstill in the nuclear armament 
of Poland, Czechoslovakia and the 
two Germanys and of the Soviet and 
Western forces stationed in these 
four states. With this nuclear freeze 
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—Post-Dispatch, Sept 12, 1950 
Horns of the Dilemma 


in effect, negotiations would be en- 
tered into concerning the step-by- 
step withdrawal of foreign forces 
from the zone and the reduction of 
the conventional armed forces of the 
four states. The second stage of 
the Rapacki Plan would provide for 
putting into effect the agreements 
reached as to withdrawal and con- 
ventional disarmament as well as for 
the total elimination of nuclear 
weapons from the entire zone. The 
Polish proposal envisages that both 
stages would be subject to “suitable 
controls,” which should be more 
clearly defined as meaning United 
Nations or other neutral supervision. 

Were such a militarily neutralized 


zone to be created, not only would 
the nuclear armament of Germany, 
Poland, and Czechoslovakia be pre- 
vented but the way would be opened 
toward the eventual reunification of 
Germany, toward a peace treaty pro- 
viding for Germany's permanent 
military neutralization and toward a 
Polish-German agreement on the 
final determination of the frontier 
between these two states. 

All this will require time. The 
withdrawal of Western and Soviet 
forces from the zone will have to be 
a step-by-step procedure, with each 
step thoroughly tested before the 
next is taken. When all foreign 
forces are finally withdrawn from 
East and West Germany, it seems 
likely that it would take further time 
for the two disparate German states 
to find their way through gradual 
rapprochement toward organic re- 
unification. 

Free all-German elections would 
probably come about as the final 
act of reunification, with an explicit 
agreement on the part of the West- 
ern powers and the Soviet Union not 
to interfere in any way in this proc- 
ess. It would further be agreed be- 
tween the Western powers and the 
Soviet Union that neither would in 
any way interfere in the negotiations 
between Poland and a reunited Ger- 
many concerning the demarcation 
of their common frontier. 

Along these lines, one can at least 
envisage a possible solution to the 
deadlock over Germany which at 
present keeps Europe divided and 
constitutes the greatest single threat 
to world peace. Certainly the pro- 
cedure outlined involves risks. But 
are these risks as great as those we 
face today? Is not the greatest risk 
of all to leave the initiative in Soviet 
hands while doing nothing ourselves 
to remedy an explosive state of af- 
fairs other than to reject a series 
of Russian proposals? 

Would Moscow consider a counter- 
proposal along the lines indicated? 
There is only one way to find out 
and that is to put it forward. 


Between Book Ends 


BLOCKADE RBENNERS OF THE CON. 
FEDERACY, by Hamilton Cochran. 
(Bobbs-Merrill, 350 pgs., $5.) 

The naval side of the Civil War 
has until recent years been one of 
the war's least covered phases. 
While Mr. Cochran deals with the 
most obvious side of Confederate 
naval operations, 
he also supports 
indirectly the 
thesis that one of 
the Confederate 
States of Amer- 
ica’s greatest mis- 
takes was its neg- 
lect of a navy. 

Granted that it 
would be difficult 
to write of block- 
ade runners and 
their exciting ad- 
ventures in a dull sort of way, Mr. 
Cochran must be given credit for 
producing a history book that is 
every bit as enthralling as any novel 
of pure adventure. Blockade run- 
ning was, perhaps, one-tenth patriot- 
ism and nine-tenths profiteering for 
the men who manned the sleek, fast 
vessels which nosed in and out of 
Southern harbors; but no one can 
deny that the blockade was run by 
sailors who manned their ships with 
all the verve of a yachtsman out to 
win a race. 

The Confederacy, never organized 
to carry out the logistics of war, was 
dependent upon the blockade run- 
ners for many of the necessities of 
war: guns, ammunition, supplies, 
medicines and money. Fortunately 
for the South the cotton it had in 
plenty managed to provide a sounder 
currency than the Confederate dol- 
lar, the blockade runners’ cotton

bales being worth their weight in 
gold. 

Mr. Cochran devotes the major 
portion of his volume to the tales 
of blockade runners using the port 
of Wilmington, North Carolina, this 
port being the major port of the 
South during the war. From Wil- 
mington until the fall of Fort Fisch- 
er went scores of ships to the British 
West Indies and Europe to bring 
back cargoes of needed goods—and 
non-essential luxury items which the 
Confederate government never got 
around to controlling effectively. 

Dark nights, tense races with Un- 
ion patrol vessels, dangerous sand- 
banks and reefs, brave captains and 
crews, shot and shell fill page after 
page as Mr. Cochran narrates the 
adventures of the blockade runners. 
What the runners and their cargoes 
meant to the South is best told in 
one chapter in which Mr. Cochran 
shows how Richmone, Wilmington 
and Charleston were affected by the 
slow strangulation of the Union 
blockade. 

Mr. Cochran draws no conclusions 
in his book, and really does not 
prove his statement that without the 
blockade runners “the war must 
have ceased from twelve to 24 
months earlier than it did.” His 
statement that the morale value of 
the runners was as high as the ma- 
terial value is also open to de- 
bate, for how were the bulk of the 
people affected? It is an undeniable 
fact that the bulk of material 
brought in to the Confederacy was 
either military or luxury. Be that 
as it may, Mr. Cochran's book is a 
lively addition to any Civil War 
bookshelf.

AGENCIES’ RULES 


GETS FIRST OK

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan 
—A comprehensive study

Measures Offered. 


Two bills were introduced to 
increase the amount of prop- 
e.ty welfare recipients in the 
state might own and still be 
eligible to receive benefits.

A series of six measures to 
revise some of the state insur- 
ance laws was sponsored by 
Representative Owen R. Jack- 
son (Dem.), Perry, and others. 


Jackson formerly was chief ex- 
aminer for the State Division 
of Insurance for eight years. 

One of these measures would 
prohibit farmers’ mutual insur- 
ance companies from 
automobile insurance of any 
kind, and require that at least 
50 per cent of such a com- 
pany’s insurance in force be on 
farm property. 

The other bills are designed 
to require reciprocal insurance 
companies to pay the state tax 
on insurance premiums collect- 
ed by them, as other insurance 
companies do: require all for- 
eign reciprocal companies to 
pay the same fees and taxes 
as are paid by Missouri compa- 
nies, and make reciprocal com- 
panies subject to all the gen- 
eral insurance laws of the 
State. 

Gasoline Tax Bill. 

Two bills sponsored by Rep- 
resentative Thomas D. Graham 
‘(Dem.), Cole county, were ap- 
proved by the House and now 
go to the Senate. One would 
penalize prisoners using viol- 
ence against any employe of 
a correction agency and would 


broaden penalties for carrying 
contraband into penal institu- 
tions.

sored by Graham and approved 
by the House would make it a 
vialotion to escape from Algoa 
Intermediate Reformatory, and 
provide an additional sentence 
for attempting to escape. 


CHEMICAL INDUSTRY UNDER 


DEVELOPMENT IN ISRAEL © 


HAIFA, Israel (AP) — Gov- 
ernment and private capital 
have teamed up here to sup- 
ply Israel's fertilizer needs and 
start the development of an 
Israeli chemical industry. 

On the outskirts of Haifa a 
modern plant will produce a 
number of basic chemicals and 
fertilizer components. Two of 
Israel’s greatest mineral re 
sources are the phosphate de- 
posits of the Negeb desert and 
the potassium salts of the Dead 
sea. These are essential ferti- 
lizer elements. 

The. plant gets sulphur from 
abroad and hydrogen from the 
Haifa oil refinery. It will prob- 
ably turn into a completely pri- 
vate operation. The government 
seeks to dispose of its 65 per 
cent holding in the firm.

Reflect Cold Weather 
in Growing. Areas; 


Chickens Higher.

ON BALMY summer days, 
when warm sun and gentle 
rains have filled the markets 
with homegrown produce, it is 
not too difficult to stay within 
one’s food budget. But when 
many of the growing areas 
throughout the country have 
experienced the results of na- 
ture in a less benevolent 
mood, prices climb on many 
items and shrewd marketing 
becomes a challenge. 

Now is the time for careful 
comparisons, for substitutions 
when necessary. This may 
mean substituting a canned or 
frozen product for a fresh one, 
or the shift from one green 
vegetable to another. 

Certainly we are not suffer- 
ing from any dire shortages, 
but if we are to be realistic 
we must face the fact that the 
“good buys” list is shorter 
than usual. 

Even chickens have ad- 

vanced sharply this week. 
They have been such a great 
bargain for so long that we 
have come to take the low, 
low prices for granted. But 
the tide finally turned. Be- 
cause they have been selling 
below the cost of production, 
they are still moderately 
priced despite the advance. 

Your best meat buy probably 
will be found in some cut of 
pork. The situation is rela- 
tively unchanged on beef, but 
veal has become even more 
scarce than it has been. Lamb, 
as we pointed out last week, is 
well worth consideration. 

Eggs are still an excellent 
value, especially the large 
ones. There is so slight a dif- 
ference in price between the 
medium and big sizes that 
when one considers the ex- 
tra weight the large ones are 
by far the wiser choice. 

a 

APPLES ARE ONE of the 
brighter spots in the market 
picture. There is an excellent 
choice of varieties, the quality 
of most of them is very good, 
and prices are quite reason- 
able. 

There are apples here from 
many sections of the country 
plus British Columbia, with 
such. varieties as Jonathans, 
red and _ golden Delicious, 
Rome Beauties, some Staymans 
and Willow Twigs, and Wine- 
saps. 

The late crop cranberries 
are now coming to market. 
These however, promise to be 
even better than the cranber- 
ries which brightened the fruit 
departments for the last few 
months. 

Grapefruit remains in the 
“good buys” class, despite in- 
creased demand. This is the 
peak of the season flavorwise, 
with the fruit showing good 
sugar content. 

You may still enjoy tanger- 
ines with some real bargains 
in the smaller sizes; do make 
the most of Temple oranges 
while this seasonal fruit is 
available. California navel 
oranges, juice oranges from 
Mexico, Texas and Florida, and 
reasonably priced lemons 
round out the citrus picture. 
Limes are available, but far 
from cheap. 

Quality remains excellent on 
D’Anjou pears, with prices 
moderate; prices are not cheap 
on pineapples or: grapes. 

Volume is increasing on that 
hothouse rhubarb listed last 
week as a “first-of-the-season” 
iiem; you will pay quite a pre- 
mium for dark red color or 
large size.

AS WE WARNED, the “good 
buys” list on fresh vegetables 
is relatively short this week. 
It includes potatoes featured 
in the Monday food section this 
week, celery, sweet potatoes, 
mushrooms, and possibly let- 
tuce, although we always hesi- 
tate to make any predictions 
on lettuce because it literally 
fluctuates from day to day. 

Watercress has been way out 
of line, leeks are rarely avail- 
able, and parsley is one of the 
casualties of cold weather in 
the growing areas. 

Squash has been rather scarce; 
acorn or Hubbard are the bet- 
ter values, with zucchini priced 
right out of this world. 

Tomatoes should be fairly 
moderate—not cheap, but not 
out of reason. The long-range 
view on tomatoes is encourag- 
ing; reports are that plantings 
in Florida have been heavy this 
year, so unless frost takes a 
toll there should be ample sup- 
Plies in the weeks ahead. 

Endive and escarole are rea- 
sonable enough; romaine is 
showing nice quality and is not 
too much higher than lettuce. 

In the moderate price bracket 
are broccoli (but it is working 
upward), brussels sprouts, beets 
and spinach. 

Definitely higher are arti- 
chokes, beans, eggplant, pep- 
pers, cauliflower, corn and car- 
rots. Although prices have ad- 
vanced on cabbage it, like those 
fryers discussed above, was so 
cheap that it still remains rea- 
sonable despite its climb up- 
wards.

WE ARE LIVING, so all the ads read, in the jet age. 
In the next few years jet airliners will be streaking across 
the sky, making it possible for people to have breakfast in 
London, breakfast in New York, breakfast in Los Angeles 
and breakfast in Tokyo, 
all in the. same day. A 
whole new vista is open- 
ing for people who like 
big breakfasts. 


Recently we flew the 
Pan American Boeing 
707 jet from Paris to 


New York and then back 
again. It gave us an op- 
portunity to see the jet 
in action, and also gave 
Pan American a chance 
to test the cabin under 
the stress of three very 
young and violent chil- 
dren. 

Both the children and 
the cabin survived the 
trip and as a parent we 
can recommend the 
flight. But we're not sure 
the pilot can recommend 
the children. 

There are two classes on a 707 jet—de luxe and econ- 
omy. The front of the plane is reserved for de luxe pas- 
sengers and the back for economy. De luxe has the fol- 
lowing advantages. You go up the same ramp as the pilot 
and his crew, you have roomy seats, you're plied with lia- 
uor and hot hors d'oeuvres and served a sumptuous meal 
prepared by Maxim's, there is usually an orchid on your 
plate, and there is a bar open all night.

Economy has these advantages. You go up the same 
ramp as the stewardesses. You have seats three abreast, 
you are not plied with liquor (you can't get or buy a drink 
in economy), you are served large sandwiches and coffee, 
and it has children that stay up all night. 

Economy is half the price of de luxe. Since 
both classes arrive at the same time, we suggest, in 
order to save money, wives and children should 
travel economy, and husbands should go de luxe. 
In our case this idea was vetoed as soon as it was 
Presented, and we were forced to travel in econ- 
omy class which is a very sobering experience even 
at 37,000 feet. 


As we mentioned before, economy class has three seats 
across, on each side of the aisle. While this serves the pur- 
poses of Pan American very well, it does present problems 
to the passengers.

House Too Cold 


By Hubbard Cobb 


THE REASON many homes 
are never too comfortable dur- 
ing cold weather is that the 
central heating system is just 
not big enough to handle the 
space. Running an under-sized 
heating plant at full tilt 24 
hours a day in an attempt to 
heat a house that is too big 
for the system will reduce the 
life of the heating plant and 
will not produce a very high 
degree of comfort. 

If you have an undersized 
heating system there are sev- 
eral things that can be done. 
The best but also the most ex- 
pensive remedy is to replace it 
with a larger system. The least 
expensive remedy is to reduce 
the amount of space to be 
heated by closing off several 
rooms in the house. In older 
larger homes this can be done 
without any great inconveni- 
ence. The other cure is to in- 
stall some sort of auxiliary heat 
to help out the central system. 

The easiest sort of auxiliary 
heat to install, of course, is an 
electric heater. These can us- 
ually be plugged into an exist- 
ing outlet or connected to an 
existing house circuit. Where 
electric rates are low you'll 
find this type of installation in- 
expensive to install and to 
operate. 

Another good way to get 
added heat is with a floor or 
wall furnace which is operated 
either by gas or oil. These are 
small compact units which can 
be hung from the floor joists 
or set into partitions between 
rooms. They can produce a 
huge amount of heat for their 
size and are automatic. They 
must, however, be provided 
with a chimney but if they 
can’t be connected into the 
central house chimney they 
can be provided with a pre- 
fabricated metal chimney that 
is inexpensive to install and 
perfectly safe.

Old City Has History of Rebellion and Many of Its Citizens Helped Castro in His Struggle

SANTIAGO, Cuba. 

SANTIAGO’S CLAIM to the 
title “Revolution City” is far 
older than the Castro brothers, 
who assembled their rebel 
army in the mountains north 
and west of here. 

The old Spanish port, found- 
ed five years before Havana in 
1514, was the source of the 
series of uprisings that led to 
Cuban independence in 1898 
after 30 years of fighting. 

Theodore Roosevelt's Rough 
Riders captured San Juan Hill, 
two miles outside of town, in 
one of the decisive battles of 
the Spanish-American’ War. 
The Spanish fleet was de- 
stroyed when it steamed out 
of Santiago harbor in a mis- 
guided effort to run a United 
States naval blockade. 

But the revolutionary atmos 
phere of today stems, not from 
ancient history, but from years 
of sullen defiance of the gang- 
ster government of President 
Fulgencio Batista and now, at 
last, complete victory over the 
dictator. 

The rebel army hid out. in 
the rugged mountains for 25 
months. Fidel Castro and his 
men stayed safe in. the Sierra 
Maestra to the west. Raul 
Castro controlled an even larg- 
er area in the Sierra del Cris- 
tal in the north. 

The city of Santiago secretly 
supplied the rebel forces with 
ammunition and a full measure 
of moral support under the 
very noses of Batista’s hench- 
men. 

Virtually everyone had a part 
in the secret civil resistance or- 
ganization. 

The owner of a clothing 
store issued free clothing to 
men he recognized as rebel 
couriers. 

A Roman Catholic priest, 
who now can wear the red-and- 
black badge of the revolution 
on his cassock, served as a mes- 
sage center for different groups 
of rebels and collected medi- 
cines for the rebel bands. 


An oil company representa- 
tive helped gather funds for 
the rebels and held the money 
until a courier picked it up. 

A Western Union technician 
took groups of young men and 
women into the mountains on

He left Italy in 1920 to settle in the 
United States, where he worked until his death in 1942 


The book shows us drawings from which he 
did many of his sculptures and also prints photo- 
graphs of many of his works. In March there will 
be an exhibition of his sculpture in the James A. 
Graham Galleries in New York City, and the ex- 
hibition will then trave! to museums throughout 
the country. 


Glicenstein did a bust of my husband in 1934, which is 
now in the headquarters of B'nai B'rith in Washington, D.C. 

I think manv of my readers will be interested in this

A researcher at Johns 
Hopkins University in Balti- 
more, Md., thinks he has iden- 
tified a virus which causes 
about 30 per cent of the civil- 
ian colds. 

But other scientists are 
skeptical. They believe that 
no one virus is responsibie 
for more than 5 or 10 per 
cent of the total number of 
infections.
